Lieut. Angell suffered head in-

Capt. H. A. Dinger, who piloted 
the plane on its trip to Middle- 
town from Bolling Field this morn- 
ing, went home tn another ship 
which had followed just before the 
big transport started its fatal 
flight. , 

Capt. Frederick 8. Christy, com- 
mander at the army airport here, 
said that the cause of the crash 
might never be known because the 
machine was so completely de- 
molished. It was apparent that the 
pilot had tried to make « forced 
landing. The »lane came down be- 
tween rows of trees and close fo 
houses. 

The ticket agent of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad at Middletown said 
he saw the piane leave the field at 
Middletown, waver in ite flight and 
finally fall. He went to the seene 
and helped extricate four bodies 
from the wreckage. 

The plane arrived here at 19:40 
this morning and departed soon 
after noon, 

The injured were sent to a Har- 
risburg hospital. 

The plane came to Middletown 
for supplies and as a trainiag trip * 
for the men at Bolling Field, Capt, 
Christy said. 

The occupants of the plane had 
to be sawed out of the wreckage. 

As soon as the fhews reached 
Washington a relief plane imme- 
diately was dispatched from Boil- 
ing Field. 

The sergeants and privates who 
were tmmaking the training fight

W. G. Lynch, at Hearing 
on Sunday Sports Bill, 
Calls Braves’ President a 
Blackmailer. 


By the Associated Press, 
BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 11.—With 
its public hearing jn the Sunday 


baseball scanda! ended, the Boston 
Finance Commission today contem- 
plated an examination of the bank 
accounts of Emil E. Fuchs, presi- 
dent of the Boston Braves, and of 
Charies F. Adams, vice president, 

At the last hearing yesterday 
Fuchs was denounced U City 
Councilman William G. wynch as 
“a blackmaller, blackjacker and 
racketeer.”” Lynch denied Fuchs’ 
story that Lynch had sought §65,- 
000 for himself and 12 other Coun- 
cilmen in return for permiss'on for 
big league basebal! on Sundays. 

Lynch testified his characteri- 
zation of Fuchs was based on an 
inquiry by the Federal attorney’s 
office ‘in New York when Fachs 
was attorney for Ralph A. Day, 
former. Federal prohibition direc- 
tor in New York. Lynch sald the 
inquiry was made by John Holly 
Clarke Jr., Assistant Federal At-« 
torney. 

Lynch declared that Fuchs was 
“on record as a blackmailler, black- 
jacker and racketeer, and that he 
was using this nethod to force the 
City Council to push through the 
order permitting Sunday baseball.” 
His statement concerning Fuchs 
followed a query by the commis- 
sion concerning whether he had an 
opinion as to why Fuchs brought 
such a charge. 

Investigate Fuchs. 

Lynch replied that within the 
last week he had investigated 
Fuclis in New York. Following this 
statement Lynch's counsel, J h 
P. Walsh, promised to bring the 
record before the commission dur- 
ing its private consideration of the 
case, 

Lynch's accusation was the high 
spot in his testimony during which 
he dented, point by point, the tes- 
.timony given by Fuchs, concerning 
a meeting at the Hotel Copley 
Plaza, at which meeting Fuchs 
said, Lynch had sought the bribe. 
Lynch's testimony was substanti- 
ally the same as that given by Dan 
Carroll, boxing promoter, who was 
present at the meeting in Fuchs’ 
room, 

He sald Fuchs accused him of 
“holding him up,” and that ae 
(Fuchs) would put an end to 


Lynch's political career, if he; 
posed the Sungay sports bill 


said that Faéchs “opened up 
as fine a blast as ever I heard.” — 
He quoted Fuchs as saying: 
looks like it is about ended, if 
go against the bill. We fixed Bile- 
deau in Boston and we fixed Whal- 
en in New York when he was tum 
ning for Alderman. : 
“Thought Fuchs Was Drunk,”

Lynch was asked whether he be- 
lieved a rumor that Fuchs was 
making the bribery charges to hold 
up Charlies F. Adams, vice presi- 
dent of the Braves, for $100,000, 
This had been referred to by Car- 
roll Wednesday, but was excluded 
from the testimony. Lynch told 
the commission he never believed 
the rumor.

to Announce His Decision 
on Retirement Proposal, 
Next Monday. 


AFFECTING SCENE IN’ 
ROOM OF SICK MAN 


Officers One hy One Ad- 
vance to Bedside and 
Clasp Hand—Sister Fails 
to See Him. 


By the Associated Presa, 
SOUTHWOLD, England, Jan. 11. 


—The effort of the grand council 
of the Salvation Army to bring 
about the retirement of Gen, Bram- 
well Booth because of Ahe condi- 
tion of his health centered today 
at the seaside cottage of the aged 
commander-in-chief, who has been 


ill for some_time. 
A ccpuitihen of seven members 


of the council, especially appointed 
to present a resolution adopted 
yesterday suggesting that the gen- 
eral retire, called upon him today 
and discussed the situation. 

Although not a member of the 
deputation, Evangeline Booth, sis- 
ter of the general and leader of 
the reform group, rived here 
about noon. She went fmmediately 
to the general's house. 

An official statement issued in 
behalf of Gen. Booth late in the 
day said that, after listening care- 
fully to the deputation, he an- 
nounced that he would give his 
answer on Monday to the request 
of the council that he retire, but 
retain his honor and dignity. 

An affecting scene was enacted at 
the bedside of the aged head of 
the Army. Each of the members 
of the deputation advanced to his 
bed and clasped his hand with 
wishes for his recovery. The chair- 
man then placed before him the 
high council's resolution. 

The statement on the General's 
decision to give his answer Monday 
was issued by his chief nurse, Brig- 
adier Smith, who added: 

“The General received the depu- 
tation very calmly and wonderful- 
ly like the saint he iss He heard 
the decision of the aigh council 
last night from his wife. He twok 
it with the utmost calm, saying 
only, ‘I wonder who is in this?’ 
When the deputation arrived he 
prayed with them and for their 
families and he seemed quite un- 
disturbed by what they had te say 
to him.” 


Sister Fails to See Him. 


Commander Evangeline did not 
see the general. It was larned 
that her dash by automobile from 
London was the result of a liast- 
minute decision in an effort to 
support the delegation and to per- 
suade her brother to accept the 
recommendations for his retire- 
ment. . 

Brigadier Smith said: “No, his 
sister did not see the general. She 
came with that intention but I, as 
chief nurse, thought it wiser that 
she return another day as the 
general had not seen any visitors 
before he received the deputation.” 

Miss Booth said of the incident: 
“TIT did not press to see the gen- 
eral. I realized his strength must 
not be overtaxed.” 

There were tears in Evangeline 
Booth’s eyes as she departed. 

Stormy Scenes in Council.

Efforts of Delegate for In- 
dorsement of $2-a-Pint 
Maximum Price Ruled 
Out of Order. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. i11.—The 
conference called here to study 
the influenza problem in the Unit- 
ed States wound up its work to- 
day amidst a dispute over the 
question OL medicinal liquor. 
Before adjourning, however, it 


adopted resolutions seeking from 
Congress larger appropriatiuns for 
research and for a system of “‘na- 
tional public health defense’ ade- 
quate to deal with other diseases. 
particularly in the rural sections 

The medicinal liquor question 
was brought up by Dr. Frank G 
Atwood of New Haven, Conn., whu 
said he wa sa teetotaler. He asked 
the conference to go on record as 
favoring medicina] whisky “at not 
more than $2 a pint. The use of 
it should be left to the discretion 
of practicing physic.ans, he said, 
Atwood’s suggestion finally was 
ruled out as “extraneous.” 


Ruled Out of Order. 

The New Haven man asserted 
that from correspondence with 
Surgeon - General Cumming, car- 
ried on through Senator Bing- 
ham of Connecticut, he had under- 
stood that the subject of medicinal 
liquor was to be brought up in 
the conference. Immediately Dr 
A. T. McCormack, State Health 
Officer of Kentucky, was on his 
feet to argue that Atwocd was out 
of order. Other delegates also 
rose to protest, before the chair 
ruled that the conference should 
proceed to other business. 

A few moments later, however. 
Atwood again got the floor to sug- 
gest that the conference adjourn 
to the Capitol to urge its other 
resolutions on Congress—and t9 
repeat his demand that the confer- 
ence take action on médicinal l- 
quor. This etfort was quelled as 
speedily as the first. 

Dr. McCormack, as chairman of 
a committee appointed yesterday 
introduced the resolution for great- 
er public health organization. It 
declared that information brought 
out in the conference showed that 
in many parts of the nation, es- 
pecially in rural sections, the or- 
ganized administrative health ma- | 
chinery, both national, state and = 
civic, was “utterly inadequate prop-| 
erly to conserve and protect the | 
public health 

Seeks Larger Funds. | 

The resolution for more inten | 
sive rescarch was introduced by Jo- 
seph C. Bloodgood, Baltimore sur- | 
geon, who was instrumental in os-! 
sembling the conference. It asked | 
Congress to grant larger appropri- 
ations to the Public Health Service 
“to provide for necessary scientitic 
personnel to conduct research in 
connection with influenza,  poil- 
omyelitis (infantile paralysis), can- 
cer and other diseases of man.” 

The conference was minus its 
leader, Surgeon-General Cumming, 
who himself was ill from influ 
enza. It had been informed by |

THE BOYS’ LIFE OF JOHN BUR- 
ROUGHS. By Dallas Lore 
Sharp. (The Century Co.) 

This, another “life” of John 
Burroughs, naturalist, essayist and 
poet, seems to have been intended 
not so much to add to what 
has been written about him by 
other authors as to make the 
man and his career better known 
to boys particularly. To girls, too, 
so far as girls are interested in 
such a man and such a career. 

The works of other authors and 
Burroughs’ own writings are 
drawn upon by this author mainly 
for his material, but he adds not 
a little from his own friendly as- 
sociation with the sage of Wood- 
chuck Lodge.

Noisy Tubes. 
A howling tube is caused by loore 
elements which vibrate and set up 
a microphonic note. A hissing tube 


is one in which the vacuum is in- 
sufficient, due to improper exacu- 
ation in the first place, or to the 
presence of gas given off by the 
metal parts, or again to a slow 
leak in the glass cells. There ie 
also the crackling tube, which in 
troduces too mu:h “static.” Such 
a tube generally has a deposit of 
magnesium around the lead wires 
on the glass stem, resulting in cur- 
rent leakage and -conseqne: t noises

It may be the storage “A” battery 
that has not been charged often

former normal charge. 


Or it may be that the “B” bat- 


teries need replacement. Ordinary 


45-volt “B”" batteries should be re- 
placed when their voltage drops 
below 36 volts each. A battery 


testing voltmeter is a handy in-- 


strument to keep in the radio cab- 
inet to determine at any time 
when the batteries are running 
low. Such an instrument will save 
expense and will do much to keep 
the set running at best efficiency. 

The “C” batteries do not wear 
out quickly and need not be re- 
placed except at lo 
every year.’

N guarding the man without 
[ine ball, the defensive player 

must remember that the pri- 
mary rule always fs to keep be- 
tween the man and the basket 
and at the same time to see the 
ball.

A guard should stry far 
enough away from his man so 
that he can cause a held ball to 
be called if a pass is .nade to his 
man.

T was about one week following 
| the trial of Sullivan and Muldoon 

in the courts of Mississippi, July 
10, 1890, that the wrestling cham- 
pion strode into the offices of the 
New York World. He knew Bob 
Turnbull, who had charge of the 
sports department, and every other 
sports editor of consequence 
through the country. 

“The New York World has print- 
ed certain charges against me by 
John L. Sullivan; also he has gone 
on record as to what he will do to 
me the first time we meet,” said 
Muldoon, 
and I can be found in this city at 
the St. James Hotel for some days 
to come.” 

And out he walked without fur- 
ther comment. 

The contents of the letter caused 
some consternation in the sports 
department. It charged John L 
Sullivan with being, among other 
things, a liar, a bragger and a cow- 
ard. It was talked over with the 
managing editor and other depatt- 
ment heads and even brought to the 
attention of Joseph Pulitzer, the 
proprietor of the paper. He read 
it over carefully. 

“This is a-very able letter,” de- 
cided Mr. Pulitzer “Give it the 
same prominence that was given 
Sullivan’s. and do not cut or tone 
it down in the least.” 

The Muldoon Letter. 
HE following day a column and 
T one-nait of the New York World 

was given over to the Muldoon 
letter (which follows in condensed 
form) and under the following 
head: 

“MULDOON TALKS WAR.” 

“Since the return of John L. Sul- 
livan from Purvis, Miss., several 
talks with him and his friends have 
appeared in the World. The tenor 
of these remarks made about Mul- 
doon, who trained Sullivan for the! 
Mississippi fight, has been anything | 
but complimentary. The wrestler) 
has come. to town and this is his 
reply: 

“To the Editor of the World: 

“‘T have just returned from my 
trip to Mississippi, where I went 
to answer the indictment found 
against me by the grand jury of 
Marion County for having been 
one of the seconds in the _ prize 
fight between Sullivan and Kilrain 
one year ago.

make Muldoon eat his words. He 
was 80 incensed when he saw the 
contents of the Muldoon tetter 
that he could hardly talk. He told 
the representatives of the press to 
rip it into Muldoon as hard as they 
could and that he would stand for 
anyhing they put in his mouth. 
But the newspaper men wanted 
him to answer the Muldoon charges 
separately, and John L. was 
too mad to think or to talk straight. 
So the best they could do for the 
time being was to go into descrip- 
tions of Sullivan’s rage and reiter- 
ate his promise that he would make 
Muldoon eat his words. 


Muldoon remained in New York 
until he was forced to depart for 
Belfast with Police Superintendent 
Murray, who had had a breakdown 
in health, and whom the wrestling 
champion had agreed to take in 
hand. Murray stayed with Mul- 
doon for more than a month with 
excellent results. and during his 
stay was visited by Mayor Grant of 
New York and Inspector Byrnes. 

In the menatime the Muldoon- 
Sullivan controversy was not per- 
mitted to die down by the news- 
papers. The affair was the start of 
that oft discussed subject as to who 
would win in a clash between a 
champion pugilist and a champion 
wrestle?®. In a clipping from the 
New York Sun we find the follow- 
ing comment by one of its sports 
writers: 

“T have heard good judges say 
that Muldoon, who once was quite 
handy with the gloves, and who 
could stand off such a man as Wil- 
liam Miller (who had fought Cor- 
bett), and John Dwyer, would be 
too much for the champion knock- 
er-out in a rough and tumble scrap 
I cannot see it that way. John L. 
would have use of his great hitting 
ability, even when clinched by the 
wrestler, and a thump from the 
champion’s fist would be effective 
even at close quarters. Still, it is 
problematical as to how he would 
succeed against a strong man like 
Muldoon, though Sullivan was 
quite a rough and tumble fighter 
before he took to the ring. 


“Both are due in town in Sep- 
tember to work out their stage en- 
gagements,” read another com- 
ment, “and New York will not be 
big enough to hold the two. When 
they meet, and the two are sure to 
come together before long. there 
will be no words beyond a casual 
exchange of courtesies. After that, 
look out!”

Either fine or the large hominy 
may be used, and it can be quickly 
cooked, if it is measured the night 
before and put into the double 
boiler with the required amount of 
water and let soak all night.

NUTRITION WORK 


| By Slow and Gradual Educa- 
tion the Race Will Be 
Upbuilt. 


Next time any of your neighbors 
ask, “What is the use of paying 
taxes to support nutrition work in 
schools?” what are you going to 
say? 

You may be firmly convinced 
yourself that you want your chil- 
dren to go to school where this 
work is featured and yet you may 
not have any very clear idea of the 
best way of pleading its cause. 

The nutrition service of the 
American Red Cross in 8t. Louis 
has an answer for some of these 


| questions and -.every one of us 


might do well to think over how 
best we may spread the message 
which this branch of the Red Cross 
has provided for us. 

It has been definitely determined 
that of 140 children who were 15 


| per cent or more under-weight, 
| only 68 were still below normal 
|after completing the brief courge 


nutrition lessons, 

I am perfectly aware that this 
is a single example, On the other 
hand, the value of this nutrition 
instruction is so well established 
that it requires only an occasional 
illustration as valuable as this one 
to convince the doubting parents. 
[It seems to me that it is the job 
of the average woman in the home 
to inform herself on just such 
questions as this, It is only by 


slow and gradual education that 


the final upbuilding of the race 
may be accomplished. To rest sat- 
isfied with brilliant results ob- 
tained in comparatively few com, 
munities is not sufficient. We 
should each and every one of us 
see to it that we not only help 
support such work as this in our 
own communities, but that we have 
an answer ready for those who are 
not yet converted to its value. 

One of the most interesting re- 
sults of the experiment of which I 
have just touched was the proof 
that when mothers co-operated 
with the teachers, the children’s 
gains were in proportion. Not that 
it is necessary for the mother to 
take the actual responsibility of 
working out plans for the nutri- 
tion instructor This is the teach- 
er’s work and she does it well. 

If the mother will, however. 
keep herself informed as to the 
progress of the experiment her 
own common sense will tell her 
how she can best drive home the 
lessons implanted at school. If her 
own child is in the sub-normal 
group a mother will be apt to do 
this almost unconsciously. Her re- 
sponsibility, however, does not end 
there. If she rejoices in a child 
who is up to normal] sne can do 
much toward raising the nutrition 
level of the entire community if 
she will study the results of the 
work with the youngsters who need 
special attention.

Cucumber Mangoes. 

Take six ripe cucumbers, on

Make beine by adding one cup 
salt to two gallons water; add cu- 


cumbersa. and let stand overnight, 
In the morning remove from 
brine, wash clean in cold water;

Stuff with raisins and 
cubes of lemon (rind not removed)

ty minutes, vinegar, sugar, cloves 
and cinnamon.

Pickled Cauliflower. 
Take one large head of cauli- 
flower, One quart vinegar, one cup 
Sugar, one teaspoon salt, one ta- 
blespoon celery seed, 
spoons white mustard seed and 12 
cloves. 
Wash and divide cauliflower into 
floweretes; cook in boiling salted 
water until tender, about 20 min- 
utes; drain. Bring vinegar, sugar 
and salt to boiling point. Add 
cooked cauliflower and boil gently 
10 minutes after boing point is 
reached. Add celery and mustard 
seed, and turn cauliflower into hot 
sterilized jars. Drop two cloves 
into each jar, then fill to over--. 
flowing with boiling pickle; put 
sterilized new rubber in position 
and seal at once. 

Apple Chutney. 

This English relish is made with 
four quarts apples, four cups 
brown sugar, two quarts cider vin- 
egar, two pounds raisins (seeded), 
one cup onion, three red peppers, 
one tablespoon salt, three table- 
spoons ground ginger, three table- 
spoons each of black and white 
mustard seed. 
Wash, pare and core apples; add 
brown sugar and cook slowly until 
soft.
